SPUR him our Nat ne, to acquaint our Houſe of Poeces, that divers great 
and Treaſonable defignes and pratifes againſt Vs and the State had come to Our 
knowledo? ; for Ahich Ve commanded him in our Name;,to accuſe the fix perſons in 
the faid Paper mentioned of High Treaſon,and other high nuldemeanors by deli. 
vering the Paper to Our ard Houle, and to dcGreto have it read, and farther to de- 
firein our Name,thata fele&t Committee of Lords,might be app5inted to take the 
examinationsoffuch witneſſes asVewould produce, and as forn; erly had beendone 
in caſes of like nature, according to rhe juſticeof the Houle, and the omm! [tree to 
be under a command of ſecrecy as formerly,and farther in Our Nameto aske liber- 
tv, to addeand alter if thereſhould be cauſe,according to juſtice: and ikewiſeto de- 
fire that Our ſaid Houſe of Peeres would take care of the ſecuring of the ſaid perfons 
as 1n juſtice there ſhould be cauſe: We doe further declare that Our ſaid Attour ney. 
aid not adviſz or contrive the faid Articles,nor had any thing to do with,or in adviſing 
any breach of Priviledge that followed after. And for what he did in obedience to 
Our commands, We conceive he was bound by oath,and the duty of his place, and 
by the truſt, by V's repoſed in him fo todoe; And had he refuſed to obey Vs therein, 
We would have queſtioned him for breach of oath.duty,and truſt, 
But now having declared, that we find cauſe wholly todeſiſt from proceeding a- 
gainſtthe perſons accuſed, We have commanded him to proceed no further there- 
1n,nor to dd, nor diſcover any proofe concerning the ſame. |
